The concession mace to France 


that the unconditional German rep- 
arations should not be discontinued, 
but should be paid mto the Bank of 
International Settlements, thence to 
be loaned directly back to Germany, 
was not unreasonable. It was a "mat- 
ter of principle" with the French and 
gives substantial support to their ar- 
gument that the Young plan should 
be kept legally in force. 


Per capita, France gives up ' more 


^han any other nation in easing the 
^economic "burden of Europe. 
It was 


natural that the French' government 
receive some concession though it be 
mostly of a formal nature. 


While the universal acceptance of 


the 3'ear lioliday has miraculously 
changed the world outlook and will 
have an extremely favorable psycho- 
logical effect^ to-France and all those 
familiar with the broader aspects of 
the world debt problems, the present 
moratorium is merely preliminary to 
the real remedy which must be con- 
sidered when the time comes to re- 
sume payments. Twelve months is a. 
short time in which to rectify the fun- 
'damental causes of' the world's eco- 
nomic maladies. 


With world trade and the commod- 


ity price-level where it is and with 
tariffs where they are, the Young plan 
seems difficult of execution and the 
revision of its terms may be consid- 
ered necessary. France is fearful of 
this. Unquestionably our leaders have 
a substantial and profound realization 
of the problems ahead. They will need 
"it. 


A year hence Germany may have 


set her financial house in order or she 
may be in as bad or worse condition 
than now. Kb one will be able to tell 
until the year is about to expire. 


It is fairly certain that others will 


^eease to pay us just as soon as Ger- 
many ceases to pay them. We may 
expect a rearrangement of all debts 
except that of Great Britain who will 
continue to pay so long as a demand 
is made or so long as she is able. 


In proposing the debt holiday the 


"United States government is laying 
the foundation for the possible recti- 
fication of debts far in excess of the 
amount now being placed in escrow. 
If the people of this country decide 
that for the sake of recovery in world 
health,full or partial cancellation is 
necessary, it may be many long years 
before any similar debts are again 
contracted between nations. If the en- 
tire affair teaches the worH a lesson 
as to the impossibility of liquidating 
the wretched aftermath of war, then it 
may be worth the money.

Saving for the rainy da}- as a solu- j 


tion of the dole and charity problems 
is ideal in theory, but the fact remains 
that welfare work ia all communities j 
is necessary and unescapable. This is 
especially true in large centers of pop- 
ulation devbte~d~to industrial pursuits 
where periods of depression produce 
serious conditions of unemployment. 
People who are worthy, but cannot 
get work and have no means of sup- 
port, -must be succored. Then there are 
the helpless and needy who cannot 
and will not look after themselves. 


Assuming the necessity for wel- 


fare work, 4he question remains as to 
how to handle it. Detroit had a regu- 
lar department in its administrative 
setup to assist the needy and jobless. 
Instead of confining this welfare work 
to private charity and funds raised by 
"community chests", it became an im- 
portant division, of municipal admin- 
istration. In addition to private sub- 
scriptions, funds from the municipal 
treasury were'provided. 


While the emergency the city was 


called upon to meet as a result of eco- 
nomic depression was immediate and 
necessary, the expenditure of public 
monies for charities and doles led, as 
so constantly happens, to racketeering 
and waste. 


Feeding at the public trough in De- 


troit has been made easy and attrac- 
tive. The city has become a place of 
refuge for those who cannot get work 
elsewhere o_r~who don't want to work. 
Idealistic statements of administra- 
tive officials, perhaps politically in- 
spired, that no one should feel the 
pangs of hunger or suffer want within 
their jurisdiction added to the wide- 
spread belief "that Detroit was a fairy- 
land with money growing on the trees. 


Over $17,000,000 or about $2,000,- 


000 per month has been paid out to the 
needy and the end is not in sight. Dis- 
regarding the fact that there has been 
graft, payments to people who were 
steadily emploj-ed and 
maladminis- 


tration of the •« orst kind, there still re- 
mains the fact that the enormous 
amounts of money paid out consti- 
tutes, per se, a dole, which can never 
be a logical or sane solution of the 
welfare needs of any community or 
state.

Bisping's work in Lake THnnebago 
is a. purely commercial affair. On 
gross receipts from the sale of all 
suckers and carp, and on sheephead 
for which more than three cents per 
pound is received, 25 per cent is 
paid "to the state. During the past 
year, however, the state has paid one 
cent per pound for all sheephead un- 
fit-for-sale.

In addition to the 25 per cent re- 
turn to the state, the Bisping.con- 
cern pays the salary of a. 'super- 
vising game warden who accompan- 
ies the, fishermen, whenever -ifsh are 
taken from the lake. 


Bisping,- a pioneer in rough fish- 


ing, it** been engaged in the work 
for 23 years, operating in" Lake \Cin- 
nebago since 1913. As many as 230 
tons, have been shipped to markets 
in a single season. 
^ Although work is -suspended dur-. 
Ing the warmer months because of 
difficulties in keeping the fish alive, 
about SO tons have been shipped 
from Menasha so lar this season. In 
addition, 84,000nx>uads or sheephead 
have been buried.'or taken to ren- 
dering plants. "Work will be resum- 
e£-early in-the fall. -
